DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the testing pad being not coupled to 
any protruding electrode bump must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No 
new matter should be entered. 

2. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-9 and 23-28 allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
anticipate nor render obviousness a semiconductor device having a plurality of conductive layers 
with terminals, wherein the conductive layers have solder bumps and test pads that are not 
coupled to solder bumps.
